"Whatever may lie the outcome in this pavtieular case, 


the action of the Fort Wapie progressives Thursday 
'evening in determining upon the elimination of partisan 
lines in municipal affairs and the selection of city officials 
Solely upon the basis of personal fitness, sets a fine ex- 
ample to other political organizations. Far-seeing men, 
even those most closely allied -with the machinery of party 
affairs, will admit in confidence that the day of pnrty poli- 
tics in municipal affairs is waning—that the time is com- 
ing when independent action in the choice of city officials 
will be the rule and not the exception. The progressives 
are merely taking an advanced stand that time will amply 
justify. 


Nor is it fair to attempt to rlisconnfc' the decision in
